outsiders f£pm the north and east who 
are liable to bring infection in. The 
Journal suggests that the State Board 
juard these two entrances to the city 
and permit no Infected person to enter. 


When smallpox was raging to the 


eastward last year California main- 
tained a health officer he^e who in- 
spected every train and allowed no one 
to enter California who bore evidence 
of the disease.

WHAT IS EXPECTED OF THEM. 


T 


HE Silver party State Central Committee will 


meet on the 8th proximo. If the members fol- 


low the advice of the Nevada Republican trust gold-
